ARTICLES of Religion. 


EIN G by Gov's ordinance, accords 
13 ing to our juſt title, Defender of the 
aith, and ſupreme governor of the church 
within theſe our dominions, we hold it moſt 
agreeable to this our kingly office, and our 
own religious zeal, to conſerve and main- 
tain the church committed to our charge, 


in the unity of true religion, and in the 


bond of peace : and not to ſuffer unneceſ- 
ſary diſputations, altercations, or queſtions 


to be raiſed, which may nouriſh faction both 


in the church and commonwealth. We 
have therefore upon mature deliberation, 


and with the advice of ſo many of our bi- 


ſhops as might conveniently be called to- 
gether, thought fit to make this Declara- 


tion following: ; That the Articles of the

church of England (which have been al- 
lowed and authorized heretofore, and which 
our clergy generally have ſubſcribed unto) 
do contain the true doctrine of the church 
of England, agreeable to Gop's word: 
which we do therefore ratify and confirm, 

wingrall our loving ſubjects to continue 
m the Uniform profeſſion thereof, and pro- 
hibiting the leaſt difference from the ſaid Ar- 
ticles, which to that end we command to 
be new printed, and this our Declaration 
to* be publiſhed therewith, 

That we are ſupreme governor of the 
church of England: and that if any diffe- 
rence. ariſe about external policy, concern 
ing injunctions, canons, and other conſti- 
tutions whatſoever thereto belonging, the 
clergy in their convocation is to order and 
ſettle. them, having firſt obtained leave un- 
der our broad ſeal ſo to do. And we ap- 
proving their ſaid ordinances and conſtitu- 
tions, providing that none be made con- 
trary to the laws and cuſtoms of the land. 

That out of our princely care, that the 
church- men may do the work which is pro- 
per unto them ; the biſhops and clergy, 
trom time to time in convocation, upon 
their humble deſire, ſhall have licence un- 
der our broad ſeal, to deliberate of, and 
to do all ſuch things, as being made plain 


dy them, and aſſented unto by us, ſhall con- 
cern

cern the ſcttlec] continuance of the doctrine, 
and diſcipline of the. church of England 
now eſtabliſhed ; from which we will not. 
endure any varying, or departing in the 
leaſt degree, 

That for the preſent, though ſome dit- 
ferences have been ill raiſed, yet we take 
comfort in this, that all clergymen within 
our realm, have always molt willingly ſub- 
{cribed to the Articles eſtabliſhed, which is 
an argument to us, that they all agree in 
the true uſual liceral meaning of the ſaid 
Articles, and that even in thoſe curious 
points in which the preſent ditterences he, 
men. of all ſorts take the Articles of the 
church of England to be for them; which 
is an argument again, that none of them 
intend any deſcrtion of the Articles eſta- 
bliſhed. 

That therefore in theſe both curious and 
unhappy differences, which have for ſo. 
many hundred years, in different times and 
places, exerciſed the church of Curisr : 
we will that all further curious ſearch be 
laid aſide, and theſe diſputes ſhut up in 
Gop's promiles, as they be generally ſet 
forth to us in the holy ſcriptures ; and the 
general meaning of the Articles of the 
church of England according to them. 
And that no man hereafter ſhall either print 
or preach, to draw the Article aſide any

way, but ſhall ſubmit to it in the plain and 
full meaning thereof : and ſhall not put 
his own ſenſe or comment to be the mean- 
ing of the Article, but ſhall take it in the 
literal and grammatical ſenſe. 

That if any publick reader in either our 
univerſities, or any head or maſter of a 
college, or any other perſon reſpectively in 
either of them, ſhall affix any new ſenſe 
to any Article, or ſhall publickly read, de- 
termine, or hold any publick diſputation, 
or ſuffer any ſuch to be held cither way, 
in either the univerſities or colleges re- 
ſpectively z or if any divine in the univer- 
ſities ſhall preach or print any thing either 
way, other than is already eſtabliſhed in 
convocation with our royal aſſent, he, or 
they the offenders, ſhall be liable to our 
diſpleaſure, and the church's cenſure in our 
commiſſion eccleſiaſtical, as well as any 
other : and we will ſee there ſhall be due 
execution upon them.

Of Original Birth or Sin. 


FYRivinal Sin ſtandeth not in the following of 
a Adam, (as the Pelagians do vainly talk) 
but it is the fault and corruption of the nature 
of every man, that naturally is ingendered of 
the offspring of Adam, whereby man is very far 
gone from original righteouſneſs, and is of his 
own nature inclined to evil, ſo that the fleſh 
luſteth always contrary to the ſpirit, and there- 
fore in every perſon born into this world, it de- 
ſetveth God's wrath and damnation. And this 
infection of nature doth remain, yea, in them 
that are regenerated, whereby the luſt of the 
fleſh, called in Greek Peornus THACKE, which ſome 
do expound the wiſdom, ſome ſenſuality, fome 
the affection, fome the deſire of the fleſh, is not 
ſubject to the law of God.

HE condition of man aſter the fall of

pleaſant and acceptable to God, without the 
grace of God by Chriſt preventing us, that we 
may haye a good will, and working with us when 
we have that good will,

E are accounted righteous before God 

only for the merit of our Lord and Say 
viour Jeſus Chriſt by faith, and not for our own 
works or defervings. Wherefore, that we are 
juſtified by faith only, is a moſt wholeſome doc- 
trine, and very full of comfort, as more largely 
is expreſſed in the homily of juſtification,

Lbeit that good works, which are the fruits 

of faith, and follow after juſtification, can- 

not put away our ſins, and endure the ſeverity 
of God's judgment, yet are they pleafing and 
acceptable to God in Chriſt, and do ſpring out 
neceflarily of a true and lively faith, inſomuch 
that by them a lively faith may be as evidently 
known, as a tree diſcerned by the fruit. ;

ARTICLE XII. 
Of Works before Juſtification, 


| ORE S done before the grace of Chriſt, 
and the inſpiration of his ſpirit, are not 
pleaſant to God, foraſmuch as they ſpring not 
of faith in Jeſu Chriſt, neither do they make 
men meet to receive grace, or (as the ſchool au- 
thors ſay) deſerve grace of congruity : yea, ra- 
ther for that they are not done as God hath 
willed and commanded them to be done, we 
doubt not but they have the nature of fin, 


A THCHE-&V:; 
Of Chriſt alone without Sin. 


HRIST in the truth of our nature was 

made like unto us in all things (fin only 
excepted) from which he was clearly void, both 
in his fleſh and in his ſpirit. He came to be a 
lamb without ſpot, who by ſacrifice of himſelf 
once made, ſhould take away the fins of the 
world: and fin (as St John ſaith) was not in 
him. But all we the reſt (although baptized, 
and born again in Chriſt) yet offend in many 
things, and if we ſay we have no fin, we de- 
ceive ourſelves, and the truth 1s not in us. 


ARTICLE XVI. 
Of Predeftination and Election. 


Redeſtination to life is the everlaſting pur- 
| poſe of God, whereby (beforc the founda- 
tions of the world were laid) he hath conſtantly 
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ArTiIcLEts of REL1Gion. 13 


decreed by his counſel, ſecret to us, to deliver 
from curſe and damnation thoſe whom he hath 
choſen in Chriſt out of mankind, and to bring 
them by Chriſt to everlaſting ſalvation, as veſſels 
made to honour. Wherefore they which be en- 
dued with ſo excellent a benefit of God, be call- 
ed according to God's purpoſe by his Spirit work- 
ing in due ſeaſon: they through grace obey the 
calling: they be juſtified frecly : they be made 
ſons of God by adoption: they be made like the 
image of his only begotten ſon Jeſus Chriſt : they 
walk religiouſly in good works, and at lengt 
by God's mercy they attain to everlaſting felicity. 
Ass the godly conſideration of predeſtination 
and our election in Chriſt, is full of ſweet, plea- 
ſant and unſpeakable comfort to godly perſons, 
and ſuch as feel in themſelves the working of the 
ſpirit of Chriſt mortifying the works of the fleſh, 
and their carthly members, and drawing up their 
mind to high and heavenly things, as well be- 
Zcauſe it doth greatly eſtabliſh and confirm their 
faith of eternal ſalvation, to be enjoyed through 
Z Chriſt, as becauſe it doth fervently kindle 
their love towards God: ſo for curious and car- 
nal perſons, lacking the ſpirit of Chriſt, to have 
3 continually before their eyes the ſentence of 
God's predeſtination, is a moſt dangerous down- 
fal, whereby the devil doth thruſt them either 
into deſperation, or into wretchleſneſs of moſt 
unclean living, no leſs perilous than deſperation, 
Furthermore, we muſt receive God's promi- 
ſcs in ſuch wiſe as they be generally ſet forth to 
us in holy ſcripture: and in our doings, that 
will of God is to be followed, which we have 
expreſsly declared unto us in the word of God.

HE holy Ghoſt, in writing the holy ſcrip- 
ture, is in nothing more diligent than to 


pull down man's vain-glory and pride, which 
of all vices is moſt univerſally grafted in all man- 
kind, even from the firſt infection of our firſt 
father Adam. And therefore we read in many 
places of ſcripture, many notable leſſons againſt 
this old rooted vice, to teach us the moſt com- 
mendable virtue of humility ; how to know our- 


ſelves. In the book of Geneſis, almighty God 


giveth us all a title and name in our great grand- 


father Adam, which ought to warn us all to 


conſider what we be, whereof we be, from

ing thus, „In the ſweat of thy face ſhalt thou 
eat thy bread, till thou be turned again into 


ce the ground, for out of it waſt thou taken;

they called and cried to God for help and mer- 
cy, with ſuch a ceremony of ſackcloth, duſt, and 
2 aſhes, that thereby they might declare to the 


whole world, whatan humble and lowly eſtima- 
tion they had of themſelves, and how well they 


remembered their name and title aforeſaid, their 
vile, corrupt, frail nature, duſt, earth, and aſhes. 
2} The book of Wiſdom alſo, willing to pull down 
our proud ſtomachs, moveth us diligently to re- 
member our mortal and earthly generation, 
which we have all of him that was firſt made; 
and that all men, as well kings as ſubjects, come 


into this world, and go out of the ſame in like 
ſort; that is, as of ourſelves, full miſerable, as 
we may daily ſee: and almighty God command- 
ed his prophet Iſaiah to make a proclamation, 


and cry to the whole world; and Iſaiah aſking 


„What ſhall I cry?” The Lord anſwered, 


2 Cry, that all fleſh is graſs, and that all the glory 
thereof is but as the flower of the field; when 
the graſs is withered, the flower falleth away, 
when the wind of the Lord bloweth upon it: 
the people ſurely is graſs, the which drieth up,

and the flower fadeth away. And the holy man 
Job, having in himſelf great experience of the 
miſerable and ſinful eſtate of man, doth open the 
ſame to the world in theſe words; Man (ſaith 
he) that is born of a woman, living but a ſhort 
time, is full of manifold miſeries; he ſpringeth 
up like a, lower, and fadeth again, vaniſheth 
away. as it were a ſhadow, and never continueth 
in one ſtate. And do'ſt thou judge it meet, O 
Lord, to open thine. eyes upon ſuch a one, and 
to bring him to judgment with thee? Who can 
make him clean, that 1s conceived of an unclean 
ſeed? And all.men of their evilneſs, and natu- 


ral proneneſs, be ſo univerſally given to fin, that 1 


(as the ſcripture ſaith). God repented that ever 
he made man. And by fin his indignatian was 
ſo much. provoked againſt the world, that he 
drowned all the. world with Noah's flood, except 


Noah himſelf, and his little houſhold, It is not 5 


without great cauſe, that the ſcripture of God 
doth ſo many times call all men here in this 
world by this word, carth. 
carth, faith ſeremy, hear the word of the Lord. 
This our right name, calling, and title, earth, 
earth, earth, pronounced by the prophet, ſheweth 
what we be indeed, by whatſoever other ſtyle, title, 


or dignity, men do call us. Thus he plainly named 
us, who knoweth beſt, both what we be, and what 


we ought of right to be called. And thus he ſet- 
teth us forth, ſpeaking by his faithful apoſtle St 
Paul, All men, Jcws and Gentiles, are under ſin; 


there is none righteous, no not one; there is none. 


that underſtandeth, there is none that ſeeketh after 


God, they are all gone out of. the way, they are. 
all unprofitable, there is none that doth. good,

no not one: their throat is an open ſepulchre, 
with their tongues they have uſed craft and de- 
ceit, the poiſon of ſerpents 1s under their lips, 
their mouth is full of curſing and bitterneſs, their 
feet are ſwift to ſhed blood, deſtruction and 
Iwretchedneſs are in their ways, and the way of 
peace have they not known: there is no fear of 
God before their eyes. And in another place, 
St Paul writeth thus, God has wrapped all na- 
tions in unbelief, that he might have mercy on 
all. The ſcripture ſhutteth up all under fin, 
that the promiſe by the faith of Jeſus Chriſt, 
Iſhould be given unto them that believe. St Paul 
in many places painteth us out in our colours, 
calling us the children of the wrath of God, 
when we be born: ſaying alſo, that we cannot 
think a good thought of ourſelves, much leſs can 
we ſay well, or do well of ourſelves. And-the 
=Fviſe-man ſaith in the book of Proverbs, The juſt 
man falleth ſeven times a day: The moſt tried 
and approved man Job, feared alf his works. St 
John the baptiſt being ſanctified in his mother's 
vomb, and praiſed before he was born, being 
alled, an angel, and great before the Lord, 
filled even from his birth with the Holy Ghoſt; 
the preparer of the way for our Saviour Chriſt, 
J and commended of our Saviour Chriſt to be more 
Tun a prophet, and the greateſt that ever was 
porn of a woman: yet he plainly granteth, that 
he had need to he wafhed of Chriſt, he worthily 
Xxtolleth and glorifiethchis lord and maſter Chriſt, 
ind humbleth himſelf as unworthy to unbuckle 
Pis ſtiocs, and giveth all honour and glory to 
Bod. So doth St Paul both oft and evidently 
| onfels nimfelt, that he was of himſelf, ever giving

parts and duties ever to remember the great mercy 
of God, how that,all the world being wrapped 
1d in fin by breaking of the law) God ſent his only 
* Son our Saviour Chriſt into this world, to ftul- 
4 hl the law for us, and by ſhedding of his moſt pre- 
— cious blood, to make a facrifice and ſatisfaction, 
I, or (as it may be called) amends to his father for 
— our ſins, to aſſuage his wrath and indignation 
_ conceived againſt us for the ſame. 
4 Inſomuch that infants, being baptized, and dy-

ing in their infancy, are by this ſacrifice waſhed 
from their ſins, brought to God's favour, and 
— made his children, and inheritors of his kingdom 
of heaven. And they which in act or dced do 

in after their baptifm, when they turn again to 

y | God unfeignedly, they are likewiſe waſhed by 
4 this ſacrifice from their fins, in ſuch. ſort, that 
there remaineth not any ſpot of fin that ſhall be 
imputed to their damnation. This is that juſti- 

- fication or righteouſneſs which St Paul ſpeaketh 

n of, when he ſaith, No man is juſtified by the 
4 Works of the law, but freely by faith in Jeſus 
_— B 2 Chrilt, 
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Chriſt. And again he faith, We believe in Jeſu 
Chriſt, that we be juſtified freely by the faith of 
Chriſt, and not by the works of the law, becauſe 
that no man ſhall be juſtified by the works of the 
law. And although this juſtification be free unto 
us, yet it cometh not ſo freely unto us, that there 
1s no ranſom paid therefore at all. But here may 
man's reaſon be aſtoniſhed, reaſoning after this 
taſhion. If a ranſom be paid for our redemption, 
then is it not given us freely? For a priſoner 
that paid his ranſom is not let go freely; for if 
he go freely, then he gocth without ranſom : 
for what is it elſe to go freely, than to be ſet at 
liberty without paying of ranſom ? Ihis reaſon is 
ſatisfied by the great wiſdom of God in this myſ- 
tery of our redemption, who hath ſo tempered 
his juſtice and mercy together, that he would 
neither by his juſtice condemn us unto the ever- 
laſting captivity of the devil, and his priſon of 
hell, remedileſs for ever without mercy, nor by 
his mercy deliver us clearly, without juſtice, or 
payment of a juſt ranſom : but with this endleſs 
mercy he joined his molt upright and equal juſ- 
tice. His great mercy he ſhewed unto us in de- 
livering us from our former captivity, without 
requiring of any ranfom to be paid, or amends 
to be made upon our parts ; which thing by us 
had been impoſſible to be done. And whereas 
it Jay not in us to do that, he provided a ranſom 
for us, that was the moſt precious body and blood 
of his own moſt dear and beſt beloved Son Jeſu 
Chriſt, who beſides this ranſom fulfilled the law 
for us perfectly. And ſo the juſtice of God and 
his mercy did embrace together, and fulfilled the 


myſtery of our redemption. And of this ponies 
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and mercy of God knit together, ſpeaketh St Paul 
of | in the third chapter to the Romans. All have 
ſs | offended, and have need of the glory of God, 

but are juſtihed freely by his grace, by redemp- 
tion which is in Jeſu Chriſt, whom God hath

* through faith in his blood, to ſhew his righte- 


dcoufſneſs. And in the tenth chapter, Chriſt is the

And in the eighth chapter, That 
irt Which was impoſſible by the law, inaſmuch as it 
was weak by the fleſh, God ſending his own Son 


. in the ſimilitude of ſinful fleſh, by fin, condemn- 
cd fin in the fleſh, that the righteouſneſs of the 
2 law might be fulfilled in us, which walk not 
by... after the fleth, but after the ſpirit, In theſe 
q foreſaid places, the apoſtle toucheth ſpecially three 

things, which muſt go together in our juſtifc.- 
7 tion. Upon God's part, his great mercy and 
; grace: upon Chrilt's part, juſtice; that is, the ſa- 
* tisfaction of God's juſtice, or the price of our re- 


0 demption, by the offering of his body, and ſned- 
2 ding of his blood, with fulfilling of the law per- 
fectly and throughly ; and upon our part, true 
and hvely faith in the merits of Jeſus Chriſt, which 
15 yet is not ours, but by God's working in us: ſo 

that in our juflitication, there is not only God's 


py mercy and grace, but alſo his juſtice, which the 
- apoitle calleth the juſtice of God, and it conſiſteth 


4 in paying our ranſom, and fulfilling of the law: 
| and ſo the grace of God doth not ſhut out the 


- Juſtice of God in our juſtification, but only ſhut- 
4 teth out the juſtice of man, that is to ſay, the 
Juſtice of our works, as to be merits of deſerv- 


x ing our juſtification, And therefore St Paul de- 
4 £ B 3 clareth 
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clareth here nothing upon the behalf of man, con- 


cerning his juſtification, but only a true and livel 
faith; which nevertheleſs is the gift of God, and 


not man's only work, without God: and yet | 
that faith doth not ſhut out repentance, hope, 
love, dread, and the fear of God, to be joined 


with faith in every man that is juſtified, but it 
ſhutteth them out from the office of juſtifying. 
So that although they be all preſent together in 
him that is juſtified, yet they juſtify not all to- 


gether : neither doth faith ſhut out the juſtice of 4 


our good works neceſſarily to be done afterwards 
of duty towards God (for we are moit bounden 
to ſerve God, in doing good deeds, commanded 
by him, in his holy ſcripture, all the days of 
our life) but it excludeth them, ſo that we may 
not do them to this intent, to be made good 
ey doing of them. For all the good works that 
we can do be imperfect, and therefore not able 
to deſerve our juſtification : but our juſtification 
doth come freely by the mere mercy of God ; 
and of ſo great and free mercy, that whereas 
all the world was not able of themſelves to pay 
any part towards their ranſom, it pleaſed out 
heavenly Father of his infinite mercy, without 
any our deſert or deſerving, to prepare for us the 
moſt precious jewels of Chriſt's body and blood, 
whereby our ranſom might be fully paid, thc 
law fulnlled, and his juſtice fully ſatisfied. 50 
that Chriſt is now the righteouſneſs of all them 
that truly do believe in him. He for them paid 
their ranſom by his death. He for them fulfilled 
the law in his life. So that now in him, and 
by him, every true chriſtian man may be called 
a fulfiller of the law, foraſmuch as that 65

The ſecond part of the Sermon of Salvation. 


| E have heard of whom all men ought to 

ſeek their juſtihcation and righteouſneſs, 
and how alſo this righteouſneſs cometh unto men 
by Chriſt's death and merits : ye have heard alfo 
how that three things are required to the obtain- 
ing of our righteouſneſs, that is, God's mercy, 
Chrilt's juſtice, and a true and a lively faith, out 
of which faith ſpringeth good works, Alfo be- 
fore was declared at large, that no man can be 
juitifed by his own good works, that no man 
fultilleth the law, according to the ſtrict rigour 
of the law. 

And St Paul in his epiſtle to the Galatians prov- 
eth the ſame, ſaying thus, If there had been any 
law given, which could have juſtified, verily 
righteouſneſs ſhould have been by the law. And 
again he faith: If righteouſneſs be by the law, 
then Chriſt died in vain, And again he ſaith, 


_ You that are juſtified by the law, are fallen away 


from grace. And futhermore he writeth to the 
Epheſians on this wiſe, By grace are ye ſaved, 
through faith; and not of yourſclves: for it is 
the gift of God: and not of works, leſt any man 
ſhould glory. And to be ſhort, the ſum of all 
Paul's diſputation is this : That if juſtice come 
of works, then it cometh not of grace: and if it 
come of grace, then it cometh not of works. 
And to this end tend all the prophets, as St Peter 
faith in the tenth chapter of the Acts. Of Chriſt 
all the prophets (ſaith Ly Peter) do witneſs, that

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through his name all they that believe in him, f | 


ſhall receive the remiſſion of ſins. And after this 
wiſe to be juſtihed only by this true and lively 


faith in Chriſt, ſpeak all the old and ancient = 


thors, both Greeks and Latins. Of whom I wil! 

eſpecially rehearſe three, Hilary, Baſil, and Am- 
broſe. St Hilary ſaith theſe words plainly in the 
fourth canon upon Matthew, Faith only juttificth, 

And St Baſil, a Greek author, writeth thus, This 
is a perfect and whole rejoicing in God, when a 
man advanceth not himſelf for his own righte— 
ouſneſs, but acknowledgeth himſelf to lack true 


juſtice and righteouſneſs, and to be juitihed by 


the only faith in Chriſt, And Paul (faith he) 
doth glory in the comtempt of his own righte- 
ouſneſs, and that he looketh {or the righteouſneſs 
of God by faith, 

Theſe be the very words of St Baſil. And St 
Ambroſe, a Latin author, faith theſe words, This 
is the ordinance of God, that they which believe 
in Chriſt, ſhould be ſaved without works, by faith 
only, freely receiving remiſſion of their fins, 
Conſider diligently theſe words, Without works, 
by faith only, freely we receive remiſſion of our 
Sins. What can be ſpoken more plainly, than 
to ſay, that freely without works, by faith only 
we obtain remiſſion of our ſins? theſe, and other 
like ſentences, that we be juſtified by faith only, 
frecly, and without works, we do read oft times 
in the beſt and moſt ancient writers. As beſide 
Hilary, Baſil, and St Ambroſe, before rehearſed, 
we read the ſame in Origen, St Chry ſoſtom, St 


Cyprian, St Auguſtin, Proſper, Oecumenius, Pro- 


clus, Bernardus, Anſelm, and many other authors, 
Greek and Latin, Nevertheleſs, this ſentence, 
that 
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that we be juſtiſied by faith only, is not ſo meant 
of them, that the ſame juſtitying faith is alone, 
in man, without true repentance, hope, charity, 
dread, and the f-ar of God, at any time and ſca- 
ſon. Nor when they ſay, That we ſhould be juſ- 
tified freely, do they mean that we ſhould or might 
afterward be idle, and that nothing ſhould be re- 
quired on our parts afterward : Neither do they 
mean ſo to be juſtified without good works, that 
we ſhould do no good works at all, like as ſhall be 
exprefled more at large hereafter, But this ſaying, 
That we be juſtified by faith only, freely, and with- 
out works, is ſpoken for to take away clearly all 
merit of our works, as being unable to deſerve our 
juſtification at God's hands, and thereby moſt 
plainly to expreſs the weakneſs of man, and the 
goodneſs of God, the great infirmity of ourſelves, 
and the might and power of God, the imperfect- 
neſs of our own works, and the moſt abundant 
grace of our Saviour Chriſt; and therefore wholly 
to aſcribe the merit and deſerving of our juſtifi- 
cation unto Chriſt only, and his moſt precious 
blood-ſhedding. This faith the holy ſcripture 
teacheth us, this is the ſtrong rock and founda- 
tion of chriſtian religion, this doctrine all old and 
ancient authors of Chriſt's church do approve z 
this doctrine advanceth and ſetteth forth the true 
glory of Chriſt, and beateth down the vain-glory 
of man; this whoſoever denieth, is not to be ac- 
counted for a chriſtian man, nor for a ſetter forth 
of Chriſt's glory, but for an adverfary to Chriſt 
and his goſpel, and for a fetter forth of mens 
vain-glory, And although this doctrine be never 
fo true (as it is moſt true indeed) that we be juſ- 
tufied freely, without all merit of our own good 
B 5 Works 
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works (as St Paul doth expreſs it) and freely by 
this lively and perfect faith in Chriſt only (as the 
ancient authors uſe to ſpeak it) yet this true doc- 
trine muſt be alſo truly underſtood, and moſt plain- 
ly declared, leſt carnal man ſhould take unjuſtly 
occaſion thereby to live carnally, after the ap- 
petite and will of the world, the fleſh, and the 
devil. And becauſe no man ſhould err by miſ- 
taking of this doctrine, I ſhall plainly and ſhortly 
ſo declare the right underſtanding of the ſame, 
that no man ſhall juſtly think that he may there- 
by take any occaſion of carnal liberty to follow 
the deſires of the fleſh, or that thereby any kind 
of fin ſhall be committed, or any ungodly living 
the more uſed, 

Firſt, You ſhall underſtand, that in our juſti- 
fication by Chriſt, it is not all one thing, the of- 
ſice of God unto man, and the office of man un- 
to God. Juſtification is not the office of man, 
but of God; for man cannot make himſelf righ- 
teous by his own works, neither in part, nor in 
the whole; for that were the greateſt arrogancy 
nd preſumption of man, that antichriſt could ſet 
up againſt God, to affirm that a man might by 


his own works take away and purge his own fins, 


and ſo juſtify himſelf, But juſtification is the 


office of God only, and is not a thing which we 


render unto him, but which we receive of him. 
not which we give to him, but which we take 
of him, by his free mercy, and by the only merits 
of his molt dearly beloved Son, our only redeemer, 
Saviour, and juſtifier, Jeſus Chriſt : ſo that the 
true underſtanding of this doctrine, We be juſti- 
hed freely by faith without works, or that we be 
juſtified by faith in Chriſt only, 15 not, that this

- grace, and remiſſion, as well of our original fin 
1 in baptiſm, as of all actual fin committed by us 
ER after our baptiſm, if we truly repent and turn un- 
t teignedly to him again. So that as St John bap- 
7 tiſt, although be were never ſo virtuous and godly 
i a man, yet in this matter of forgiving of ſin, he 
. | did put the people from him, and appointed them 
: unto Chriſt; ſaying thus unto them, Behold, 
yonder is the Lamb of God, which taketh away 
the fins of the world: even ſo, as great and godly 
a virtue as the lively faith is, yet it putteth us from

ly I ſend you for that purpoſe, forſaking therein 
all your good virtues, words, thoughts, and works, 
and only putting your truſt in Chriſt, 


The third part of the Sermon of Salvation, 


T hath been manifeſtly declared unto you, that 
no man can fulhl the law of God, and there- 
tore by the law all men are condemned; where- 
upon it followeth neceſſarily, that ſome other 
thing ſhould be required for our ſalvation than the 
law); and that is, a true and a lively faith in Chriſt, 
bringing forth good works, and a life according 
to God's commandments. And alfo you heard 
the ancient author's mind of this ſaying, Faith in 
Chriſt only juſtiheth man, ſo plainly declared, that 
you ſee, that the very true meaning of this propoſi- 
tion or ſaying, We be juſtihed by faith in Chriſt 
only, (according to the meaning of the old antient 
authors) is this: We put our faith in Chriſt, that we 
be juſtified by him only, that we be juſtihed by 


God's free mercy, and the merits of our Saviour 


Chriſt only, and by no virtue or good works of our 
own, that is in us, or that we can be able to have 
or to do, for to deſerve the ſame: Chriſt him- 

{elf only being the cauſe meritorious thereof. 
Here you perceive many words to be uſed to 
avoid contention in words with them that delight 
to brawl about words, and alfo to ſhew the true 
meaning, to avoid evil talking and miſunderſtand- 
ing; and yet peradventure all will not ſerve with 
them that be contentious, but contenders will ever 
forge matters of contention, even when they have 
none occaſion thereto, Notwithſtanding, ſuch 
be the leſs to be paſſed upon, ſo that the reſt may 
profit, which will be more defirous to know the 
truth, 
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truth, than (when it is plain enough) to contend 


about it, and with contentious and captious ca- 


vilation, to obſcure and darken it. Truth it is, 


that our own works do not juſtify us, to ſpeak 


properly of our juſtification, (that is to ſay) our 


works do not merit or deſerve remiſſion of our 


ſins, and make us of unjuſt, juſt before God: 
But God of his own mercy, through the only me- 
rits and deſervings of his Son Jeſus Chriſt, doth 
juſtify us. Nevertheleſs, becauſe faith doth di- 
rectly ſend us to Chriſt for remiſſion of our ſins, 
and that by faith given us of God, we embrace 
the promiſe of God's mercy, and of the remiſſion 
of our fins, (which thing none other of our vir- 
tues or works properly doth (therefore ſcripture 
uſeth to ſay, that faith without works doth juſti- 
fy. And foraſmuch it is all one ſentence in ef- 
fect, to ſay, faith without works, and only faith 
doth juſtify us, therefore the old ancient fathers 
of the church from time to time, have uttered 


our juſtification with this ſpeech, Only faith juſ-

tifieth us: meaning no other thing than St Paul 
meant, when he ſaid, Faith without works juſti- 
fieth us. And becauſe all this brought to paſs 
through the only merits and deſervings of our Sa- 
viour Chriſt, and not thro' our merits, or thro' 
the merit of any virtue that we have within us, 


or of any work that cometh from us: therefore 


in that reſpect of merit and deſerving, we for- 
ſake (as it were) altogether again, faith, works, 


and all other virtues. For our own imperfection 
is ſo great, through the corruption of original ſin, 
that all is imperfect that is within us, faith, cha- 
"rity, hope, dread, thoughts, words, and works, 
and therefore not apt to merit and deſerve any 


part 
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part of our juſtification for us. And this forn þ 
of ſpeaking uſe we, in the humbling of ourſclve; 


to God, and to give all the glory to our Saviour 
Chriſt, who is beſt worthy to have it. | 
Here you have heard the office of God in ou: 


Juſtification, and how we receive it of him free- |. 
ly, by his mercy, without our deſcrts, thro” true 


and lively faith. Now you ſhall hear the office 
and duty of a chriſtian man unto God, what 


we ought on our part to render unto God again, 


for his great mercy and goodneſs. Our office is, 
not to paſs the time of this preſent life untruit-_ 


fully, and idlely; after that we are baptized c. 


juſtified, not caring how few good works we do, 


to the glory of God, and profit of our neighbours. 


much leſs is it our office, after that we be onc: 
made Chriſt's members, to live contrary to the 


ſame, making ourſelves members of the devi. 
walking after his inticements, and after the ſug- 


geſtions of the world and the fleſh, whereby w: 
know that we do ſerve the world and the devil, 
and not God. For that faith which bringeth fort! 
(without repentance) either evil works, or no goo! 
work, is not a right, pure, and lively faith, but 


dead, deviliſh, counterfeit, and feigned faith, ©: 


St Paul and St James call it. For even the dev! 
know and believe that Chriſt was born of a vi- 


gin, that he faſted forty days and forty night: 


without meat and drink, that he wrought all kin. 


of miracles, declaring himſelf very God: they be- 
lieve alſo, that Chriſt for our ſakes ſuffered mot 


painful death, to redeem from everlaſting death, 


and that he roſe again from death the third day 
they believe that he aſcended into heaven, and he 


ſitteth on the right hand of the Father, and at the ; 
laſt end of this world ſhall come again, and judz* 
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both the quick and the dead. Theſe articles of 


our faith the devils believe, and fo they believe 
all things that be written in the new and old Jeſ- 
tament to be true ; and yet for all this faith, they 
be but devils, remaining {till in their damnable 


eſtate, lacking the very true chriſtian faith. For 


the right and true chriſtian faith is, not only to 
believe that holy ſcripture, and all the aforeſaid 
articles of our faith is true, but alſo to have a ſure 
truſt and confidence in God's merciful promiſes 


to be faved from everlaſting ſalvation by Chriſt;

whereof doth follow a loving heart to obey his 
And this true chriſtian faith, 
neither any devil hath, nor yet any man, which 
in the outward profeſſion of his mouth, and in 


his outward receiving of the ſacraments, in com- 


ing to the church, and in all other outward ap- 


pearances, ſeemeth to be a chriſtian man, and 


yet in his living and deeds ſheweth the contrary. 
For how can a man have this true faith, this ſure 
truſt and confidence in God, that by the merits 
of Chriſt his ſins be forgiven, and he reconciled 
to the favour of God, and to be partaker of the 
kingdom of heaven by Chriſt, whenhe liveth un- 
godlily, and denieth Chriſt in his deeds? Surely no 
ſuch ungodly man can have this faith and truſt in 
God: for as they know Chriſt to be the only Sa- 
viour of the world; ſo they know alſo that wick- 


ed men ſhall not enjoy the kingdom of God: 
they know that God hateth unrighteouſneſs, 


that he will deſtroy all thoſe that ſpeak untruly, 


that thoſe which have done good works (which 
cannot be done without a lively faith in Chriſt) 


ſhall come forth into the reſurrection of life; and 
"2 thoſe that that have done evil, ſhall come unto the 
reſurrection of judgment: very well they know 


alſo, 
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alſo, that to them that be contentious, and to Þ} us 
them that will not be obedient unto the truth, but to 
will obey unrighteouſneſs, ſhall come indignation ' t0 
wrath, and afflition, c.

Theſe great and merciful benefits of God (if for 
they be well conſidered) do neither miniſter unto ge: 
us occaſion to be idle, and to live without doing tut 
any good works, neither yet ſtir us up by any w 
means to do evil things: but contrariwife, if we bri 
be not deſperate perſons, and our hearts harder an 
than ſtones, they move us to render ourſelves unto tle 
God wholly with all our will, hearts, might, and w 
power, to ſerve him in all good deeds, obeying ble 
his commandments during our lives, to feek in | evi 
all things his glory and honour, not our fenſual ed 
pleaſures and vain-glory, evermore dreading will- 
ingly to offend ſuch a merciful God, and lor- 
ing redeemer, in word, thought, or deed. And 
the ſaid benefits of God deeply conſidered, move

HOMTL Y:- IV. 


A ſhort declaration of the true, lively, and 
Chriſtian Faith. 


HE firſt coming unto God (good chriſtian 
people) is through faith, —_— (as it is 
declared in the laſt ſermon) we be juſtified be- 
And leſt any man ſhould be deceived, 


for lack of right underſtanding thereof, it is dili- 


| gently to be noted, that faith is taken in the ſcrip- 


ture two manner of ways. There is one faith, 


Which in ſcripture is called a dead faith, which 


bringeth forth no good works, but is idle, barren, - 
and unfruitful. 


And this faith, by the holy apoſ- 
tle St James, is compared to the faith of devils, 


which believe God to be true and juſt, and trem- 
dle for fear, yet they do nothing well, but all 


evil.

And ſuch a manner of faith have the wick- 
ed and naughty chriſtian people, which confeſs 


: God (as St Paul faith) in their mouths, but deny 
bim in their deeds, being abominable, and with- 


out the right faith, and to all good works reprov- 


able, 
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able. And this faith is a perſuaſion and belief in 
man's heart, whereby he knoweth that there is a 
God, and agreeth unto all truths of God's moſt 
holy word, contained in the holy ſcripture. 


of God, that it is true. And this is not properly 
called faith. But as he that readeth Cæſar's com- 
mentaries, believing the ſame to be true, hath 


thereby a knowledge of Cæſar's life, and notable ' © (> 


acts, becauſe he believeth the hiſtory of Cfar ; 
yet it is not properly ſaid that he believeth in 
Cæſar, of whom he looketh for no help nor be- 
nefit. Even ſo, he that believeth that all that 
is ſpoken of God in the Bible is true, and yct 


liveth ſo ungodlily, that he cannot look to enjoy 


the promiſes and benefits of God : although it 
may be ſaid, that ſuch a man hath a faith and 
belief to the words of God, yet it is not properly 
ſaid that he believeth in God, or hath ſuch a faith 


and truſt in God, whereby he may ſurely look 


for grace, mercy, and everlaſting life at God's 
hand, but rather for indignation and puniſhment 
according to the merits of his wicked life. For 
as it is written in a book, intitled to be of Didy- 
mus Alexandrinus, Foraſmuch as faith without 
works is dead, it is not now faith, as a dead man 
is not a man. This dead faith therefore is no: 
the ſure and ſubſtantial faith, which ſaveth f1n- 
ners. Another faith there is in ſcripture, Whic! 
is not (as the foreſaid faith) idle, unfruitful anc 


dead, but worketh by Onny (as St Paul declar- | a 
e 


eth, Gal. v.) which as the other vain faith is call 
ed a dead faith, ſo may this be called a quick 


or lively faith. And this is not only the common 1 
belief of the articles of our faith, but it is als

that it conſiſteth only in believing in the word 
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a true truſt and confidence of the mercy of God 
through our Lord Jeſus Chriſt, and a ſtedfaſt 
hope of all good things to be received at God's 
hand: and that although we, through infirmity 
or temptation of our ghoſtly enemy, do fall from 
him by ſin, yet if we return again unto him by 
true repentance, that he will forgive, and forget 
our offences for his Son's ſake our Saviour Jeſus 
Chriſt, and will make us inheritors with him of 
his everlaſting kingdom, and that in the mean time 
until that kingdom come, he will be our protec- 
tor and defender in all perils and dangers, what- 
ſocver do chance : and that though ſometime he 
doth ſend us ſharp adverſity, yet that evermore 
he will be a loving Father unto us, correcting 
us for our ſin, but not withdrawing his mercy 
finally from us, if we truſt in him, commit our- 
ſelves wholly unto him, hang only upon him, 
and call upon him, ready to obey and ſerve him, 
'T his is the true, lively, and unfeigned chriſtian 
faith, and 1s not in the mouth and outward pro- 
feſſion only: but it liveth, and ſtirreth inwardly 
in the heart. And this faith is not without hope 
and truſt in God, nor without the love of God 
and of our neighbours, nor without the fear of 
God, nor without the deſire to hear God's word, 
and to follow the ſame in eſchewing evil, and 
doing gladly all good works, 

This faith (as St Paul deſcribeth it) is the ſure 
ground and foundation of the benefits which we 
ought to look for, and truſt to receive of God, a 
certificate and fure looking for them, although 
they yet ſenſibly appear not unto us. And after he 
ſaith, He that cometh to God, muſt believe, both 
that he is, and that he is a merciful rewarder of 

well- 
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well-doers. And nothing commendeth good men 


unto God, ſo much as this aſſured faith and truſt 


in him. Of this faith, three things are ſpecially 
to be noted. 

Firſt, That this faith doth not lie dead in the 
heart, but is lively and fruitful in bringing forth 
good works. Second, That without it, can no 


good works be done, that ſhall be acceptable and 


pleaſant to God. Third, What manner of good 
works they be, that this faith doth bring forth, 

For the firſt, That the light cannot be hid, but 
will ſhew forth itſelf at one place or other; ſoa 
true faith cannot be kept fecret, but when oc- 
caſion is offered, it will break out, and ſhew it- 


ſelf by good works. And as the living body of 


a man ever exerciſeth ſuch things as belong to a 


natural and living body, for nouriſhment and pre- 


ſervation of the ſame, as it hath need, opportu- 
nity, and occaſion: even fo the ſoul that hath a 


lively faith in it, will be doing alway ſome good 


work, which ſhall declare that it is living, and 
will not be unoccupied. "Therefore when men 
hear in the ſcriptures ſo high commendations of 
faith, that it maketh us to pleaſe God, to live with 
God, and to be the children of God ; if then they 
fancy that they be ſet at liberty from doing all 
good works, and may live as they liſt, they trifle 
with God, and deceive themſelves. And itis 2 
manifeſt token, that they be far from having the 
true and lively faith, and allo far from knowledge: 
what true faith meaneth, For the very ſure and 
lively chriſtian faith is, not only to believe al! 
things of God, which are contained in holy ſcrip- 


ture, but alſo is an earneſt truſt and confidence 


in God, that he doth regard us, and that hes? 
careful 
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* careful over us, as the father is over the child 
: whom he doth love, and that he will be merciful 
* unto us for his only Son's ſake ; and that we have 


our Saviour Chriſt our perpetual advocate and 


- prieſt, in whoſe only merits, oblation, and ſuf- 
fering, we do truſt that our offences be continually 
' waſhed and purged, whenſocver we (repenting 
truly) 
ſtedfaſtly determining with ourſelves, through his

* mandments, and never to turn back again to ſin, 


Such 1s the true faith, that the ſcripture doth fo 
much commend, the which when it ſeeth and 
conſidereth what God hath done for us, is alſo 


moved through continuzl aſſiſtance of the ſpirit 
of God, to ſerve and pleaſe him, to keep his fa- 


vour, to fear his diſpleaſure, to continue his obe- 


dient children, ſhewing thankfulneſs again by ob- 


ſerving or keeping his commandments, and that 


freely, for true love chicfly, and not for dread of 


punifhment, or love of temporal reward, confi- 
dering how clearly, without deſervings, we have 


received his mercy and pardon freely, 


This true faith will ſhew forth itſelt, and cannot 
long be idle; for, as it is written, The juſt man 
doth live by his faith. He never ſleepeth nor is 


idle, when he ſhould wake, and be well occupied. 
And God by his prophet Jeremiah ſaith, "That 
he is a happy and bleſſed man, which hath faith 


and confidence in God.

E have heard in the firſt part of this ſermon, Ge 
that there be two kinds of faith, a dead and for 
an unfruitful faith, and a faith lively, that work- ing 
eth by _— The firſt to be unprofitable ; the bu 
ſecond neceſſary for the obtaining of our falvation: _ Gre 
the which faith hath charity always joined unto bei 
it, and is fruitful, and bringth forth all good works, he 
Now as concerning the ſame matter, you ſhall | the 
hear what followeth. "The wiſe man faith, He ti 
that believeth in God will hearken unto his com- 
mandments. For if we do not ſhew ourſelves * 
| faithful in our converſation, the faith which we 
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pretend to have is but a feigned faith; becauſe 
the true chriſtian faith is manifeſtly ſnewed by 
good living, and not by words only; as St Au— 
guſtin ſaith, Good living cannot be ſeparated from 
true faith, which worketh by love. And St 
Chryſoſtom ſaith, Faith of itſelf is full of good 
works: as ſoon as a man doth believe he tha!! 
be garniſhed with them. How plentiful this faith 
is of good works; and how it maketh the work 
of one man more acceptable to God than of ano- 
ther, St Paul teacheth at large in the eleventh 
chapter to the Hebrews, ſaying, That faith made 
the oblation of Abel better than the oblation of 
Cain. This made Noah to build the ark. This 
made Abraham to forſake his country, and all 
his friends, and to go into a far country, there to 
dwell among ſtrangers. So did alſo Iſaac and 
Jacob, depending or hanging only on the help

of the felicity of this world, but looked for the 
= reward to come in heaven, ſetting his heart up- 


on the inviſible God, as if he had ſeen him ever 
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and truſt that they had in God. And when they 


came into the country which God promiſed them 


they would build no cities, towns, nor houſes ; 


but lived like ſtrangers in tents, that might every 


day be removed. Their truſt was ſo much in 


God, that they ſet but little by any worldly thing 


for that God had prepared for them better dwell- 
& ing-places in heaven of his own foundation and 


building. This faith made Abraham ready at 


God's commandment, to offer his own ſon and 


heir Iſaac, whom he loved ſo well, and by whom 


he was promiſed to have innumerable iſſue, among 


the which one ſhould be born, in whom all na- 


tions ſhould be bleſſed, truſting ſo much in God 
that though he were ſlain, yet that God was able 
by his omnipotent power to raiſe him from death, 
and perform his promiſe. He miſtruſted not the 


: promiſe of God, although unto his reaſon every 
thing ſeemed contrary. He believed verily that 
God would not forſake him in dearth and famine 


that was in the country. And in all other dan- 


gers that he was brought unto, he truſted ever 
that God would be his God, and his protector 
and defender, whatſoever he ſaw to the contrary, 
Ibis faith wrought ſo in the heart of Moſes, that 
he refuſed to be taken for king Pharaoh's daugh- 


4 ter's ſon, and to have great inheritance in Egypt, 
thinking it better with the people of God to have 


> affliction and ſorrow, than with naughty men, in 


2 fin to live pleaſantly for a time. By faith he 


4 cared not for the threatning of king Pharaoh : 
for his truſt was ſo in God, that he paſſed not 


preſent 
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preſent before his eyes, By faith the children | | 


of Iſrael paſſed through the red ſea. By faith 
the walls of Jericho fell down without ſtroke, 
and many other wonderful miracles have been 
wrought. In all good men that heretofore have 
been, faith hath brought forth their good works, 
and obtained the promiſes of God. Faith hath 
ſtopped the lions mouth : faith hath quenched 


the torce of fire: faith hath eſcaped the ſwords 1 


edges: ſaith hath given weak men ſtrength, vic- 


tory in battle, overthrown the armies of infidels, 
raiſed the dead to life :. faith hath made good men 
to take adverſity in good part; ſome have been 
mocked and whipped, bound, and caſt into pri- 
ſon ; ſome have loſt all their goods, and lived | 
in great poverty; ſome have wandered in moun- 
tains, hills, and wildernefſies; ſome have been 
racked, ſome flain, ſome ſtoned, ſome ſawn, ſome | © 
rent in pieces, ſome beheaded, ſome burnt wich- 


out mercy ; and would not be delivered, becauſe | 


they looked to rife again to a better ſtate. 


All theſe fathers, martyrs, and other holy men 


(whom St Paul ſpoke ot) had their faith ſurely 
fixed in God, when all the world was againft 


them. They did not only know God te be the ; 


Lord, maker and gevernor of all men in the 
world ; -but alfo they had a ſpecial conhdence and 
truſt, that he was and would be their God, their 
comforter, aid, helper, maintainer, and defender, 
This is the chriſtian faith which theſe holy men 
had, and we alſo ought to have. And although 
they were not named chriſtian men, yet was it 
a chriſtian faith that they had; for they looked 


for all benefits of God the Father, through 4 


the merits of his ſon Jeſu Chriſt, as we now do. 
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This Difference is between them and us, that 
they looked when Chriſt ſhould come, and we 
be in the time when he is come. Therefore, 
St Auguſtine, The time is altered and changed, 
but not the faith : for we have both one faith in 
one Chriſt. The ſame holy Ghoſt alſo that we 
have, had they, ſaith St Paul. For as the holy 
Ghoſt doth teach us to truſt in God, and to call 
upon him as our Father; ſo did he teach them 
to ſay, as it is written, Thou, Lord, art our fa- 
ther and redeemer, and thy name is without be- 
ginning and everlaſting. God gave them then 
grace to be his children, as he doth us now. 
But now by the coming of our Saviour Chrilt, 
we have received more abundantly the ſpirit of 
God in our hearts, whereby we may conceive 
a greater faith, and a ſurer truſt than many of 
them had. But in effect they and we be all one: 
we have the ſame faith that they had in God, 
and they the ſame that we have. And St Paul 
ſo much extolleth their faith, becauſe we ſhould 
not leſs, but rather more, give ourſelves wholly 
unto Chriſt, both in profeſhon and living, now 
when Chriit is come, than the old fathers did 
before his coming. And by all the declaration 
of St Paul, it is evident, that the true, lively, 
and chriſtian faith, is no dead, vain, or unfruit- 
ful thing ; but a thing of perfect virtue, of won- 
derful operation or working, and ſtrength, bring- 
ing forth all good motions and good works. 

All holy ſcripture agreeably beareth witneſs, 
that a true lively faith in Chriſt, doth bring forth 
good works: and therefore every man muſt ex- 
amine and try himſelf diligently, to know whe- 
ther he have the ſame true lively faith in his heart 
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unfeignedly, or not, which he ſhall know by the 
fruits thereof. Many that profeſſed the faith of 
Chriſt, were in this error, that they thought 
they knew God, and believed in him, when in 
their life they declared the contrary : which er- 
ror St John in his firſt epiſtle confuting, writeth 
in this wiſe, Hereby we are certified that we 
know God, if we obſerve his commandments, 
He that faith he knoweth God, and obſerveth 
not his commandments, is a liar, and the truth 
is not in him. And again he ſaith, Whoſocver 
ſinneth, doth not ſee God, nor know him: 
Let no man deceive you, well beloved children, 
And moreover he ſaith, Hcreby we know that 
we be of the truth, and ſo we ſhall perſuade 
our hearts before him. For if our own hearts 
reprove us, God is above our hearts, and know- 
eth all things. Well-beloved, if our hearts re- 
prove us not, then have we confidence in God, 
and ſhall have of him whatſoever we aſk, be- 
cauſe we keep his commandments, and do thoſc 
things that pleaſe him. And yet further he faith, 
Every man that believeth that Jeſus is Chriſt, is 
born of God; and we know that whoſoever is 
born of God doth not fin : but he that is begot- 
ten of God, purgcth himſelf, and the devil doth 
not touch him. And finally he concludeth, and 
ſheweth the cauſe why he wrote this epiſtle, ſay- 
ing, For this cauſe have I thus written unto you, 
that you may know that you have everlaſting 
life, which do believe in the Son of God. And 
in his third epiſtle he confirmeth the whole mat- 
ter of faith and works, in few words, ſaying, 
He that doth well, is of God ; and he that doth 
evil, knoweth not God. And ſo St John 12 
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That as the lively knowledge and faith of God 
bringeth forth good works : ſo faith he likewiſe 
of hope and charity, that they cannot ſtand with 
evil living. Of hope he writeth thus, We know 
that when God ſhall appear, we ſhall be like un- 
to him, for we ſhall ſee him, cven as he is: 
and whoſoever hath this hope in him, doth pu- 
rify himſelf like as God is pure. And of charity 
he ſaith theſe words, He that doth keep God's 
word and commandment, in him is truly the per- 
fect love of God. And again he faith, This is 
the love of God, that we ſhould keep his com- 
mandments. And St John wrote not this, as a 
ſubtil ſaying, deviſed of his own fancy, but as a 
moſt certain and neceſſary truth, taught unto 
him by Chriſt himſclt, the eternal and infallible 
verity, who in many places doth moſt clearly 
affirm, that faith, hope, and charity, cannot con- 
{iſt or ſtand without good and godly works. Of 
faith, he ſaith, He that believeth in the Son hath 
everlaſting life : but he that believeth not in the 
Son, ſhall not ſee that life, but the wrath of 
God remaineth upon him. And the fame he 
confirmeth with a double oath, ſaying, Verily, 
verily I ſay unto you, he that believeth in me, 
hath everlaſting life. Now toraſmuch as he that 
believeth in Chriſt, hath everlaſting life: it muſts 
needs conſequently follow, that he that hath this 
faith, muſt have alſo good works, and be ſtudi- 
ous to obſerve God's commandments obediently. 
F or to them that have evil works, and lead thcir 
life in diſobedience and tranſgreflion, or break- 
ing of God's commandments, without repent- 
ance, pertaineth not everlaſting life, but ever- 
laſting death, as 9 himſelf faith, "They that

do well ſhall go into life eternal, but they that 
do evil, ſhall go into everlaſting fire. And again 
he faith, I am the firſt letter and the laſt, the 
beginning and the ending : to him that is a-thirſt 
I will give of the well of the water of life freely : 
he that hath the victory, ſhall have all things ; 
and I will be his God, and he ſhall be my ſon: 
but they that be fearful, miſtruſting God, and 
lacking faith; they that be curſed people, and 
murderers, and fornicators, and ſorcerers, and all 
lars, ſhall have their portion in the lake that 
burneth with fire and brimſtone, which is the 
ſecond death. And as Chriſt undoubtedly af- 
firmeth, that true faith bringeth forth good works, 
fo doth he ſay hkewiſe of charity, Whoſoever 
hath my commandments and keepeth them, 
that is he that loveth me. And after he ſaith, 
He that loveth me, will keep my word; and he 
that loveth me not, keepeth not my words. And 
as the love of God is tried by good works, fo is 
the fear of God alſo, as the wile man ſaith, The 
dread of God putteth away fin. And alſo he 
faith, He that feareth God, will do good works. 


The third part of the Sermon of Faith. 


F OU have heard in the ſecond part of this 

| ſermon, that no man ſhould think that he 
hath that lively faith which ſcripture command- 
eth, when he liveth not obediently to God's law, 
for all good works ſpring out of that faith: and 
alſo it hath been declared unto you by examples, 
that faith maketh men ſtedfaſt, quiet, and patient 
in all affliction. Now as concerning the ſame 


matter, you ſhall hear what followeth, A man 
may 
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may ſoon deccive himſelf, and think in his own 
fancy that he by faith knoweth God, loveth him, 


feareth him, and belongeth to him, when in very 


deed he doth nothing leſs. For the trial of all 
theſe things is a very godly and chriſtian lite. 
He that teeleth his heart ſet to ſeek God's hon- 
our, and ſtudicth to know the will and com- 
mandments of God, and to frame himſelf there- 
unto, and leadeth not his life after the deſire ot 
his own fleſh, to ſerve the devil by fin ; but ſet- 
teth his mind to ſerve God for his own ſake, 
and for his ſake alfo to love all his neighbours, 
whether they be friends or adverſaries, doing 
good to every man (as opportunity ſerveth) and 
willingly hurting no man ; ſuch a man may well 
rejoice in God, perceiving by the trade of his 
lite, that he unfeigacdly bath the right knowledge 


1 bf God, a lively ſaith, a ſtedfaſt hope, a true 


and unfeigned love, and fear of God. But he 
that caſteth away the yoke of God's command- 
ments from his neck, and giveth himſelf to live 
without true repentance, after his own ſenſual 
mind and pleaſure, not regarding to know God's 
word, and much leſs to live according there- 
unto ; ſuch a man clearly deceiveth himſelf, and 
ſeeth not his own heart, if he thinketh that he 
either knoweth God, loveth him, feareth him, or 
truſteth in him. Some peradventure fancy in. 
themſclves, that they belong to God, although 
they live in fin ; and fo they come to the church, 
and ſhew themſelves as God's dear children. But 
St John faith plainly, If we ſay that we have 


any company with God, and walk in darkneſs, 


we do lie, Others do vainly think that they 
know and love God, 3 they paſs not of 
3 the 
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the commandments. But St John ſaith clearly, 
He that faith, I know God, and keepeth not 
his commandments, he is a liar. Some falſly 
perſuade themſelves, that they love God, when 
they hate their neighbours. But St John faith 
manifeſtly, If any man ſay, I love God, and 
yet hateth his brother, he is a liar. He that ſaith 
that he is in the light, and hateth his brother, he 
is ſtill in darkneſs. He that loveth his brother, 
dwelleth in the light; but he that hateth his bro- 


ther is in darkneſs, and walketh in darkneſs, and 


knoweth not whither he goeth ; for darkneſs hath 
blinded his eyes. And moreover he faith, Here- 
by we manifeſtly know the children of God from 
the children of the devil : he that doth not righ- 
teouſly, is not the child of God, nor he that 
hateth his brother. Deccive not yourſelves there- 
fore, thinking that you have faith in God, or 
that you love God, or do truſt in him, or do fear 
him, when you live in fin; for then your un- 
godly and ſinful life declareth the contrary, what- 
joever you ſay or think. It pertaineth to a 
chriſtian man to have this true chriſtian faith, 
and to try himſelf whether he hath it or no, and 
to know what belongeth to it, and how it doth 
work in him. It is not the world that we can 
truſt to; the world and all that is therein, 1s 
but vanity. It is God that muſt be our defence 
and protection againſt all temptation of wicked- 
neſs and fin, error, ſuperſtition, idolatry, and all 
evil. If all the world were on our fide, and 
God againſt us, what could the world avail us? 
therefore let us ſet our whole faith and truſt in God ; 
and neither the world, the devil, nor all the power 


of them ſhall prevail againſt us, Let us 63 
go 
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good chriſtian people, try and examine our faith 
what it is: let us not flatter ourſelves, but look 


upon our works; and ſo judge of our faith, what 


it is. Chriſt himſelf ſpeaketh of this matter, and 
ſaith, The tree is known by the fruit. There- 
fore let us do good works, and thereby declare 
our faith to be the lively chriſtian faith, Let us 
by ſuch virtues as ought to ſpring out of faith, 
ſh:w our election to be ſure and ſtable ; as St 
Peter teacheth, Endeavour yourſelves to make 
your calling and election certain by good works. 
And alſo he faith, Miniſter, or declare in your 
faith virtue, in virtue knowledge, in knowledge 


temperance, in temperance patience, in patience” 


godlineſs, in godlineſs brotherly charity, in bro- 
therly charity love: ſo ſhall we ſhew indeed 
that we have the very lively chriſtian faith, and 
may ſo both certify our confcience the better 
that we be in the right faith; and alſo by theſe 
means confirm other men If theſe fruits do not 
follow, we do but mock with God, deceive our- 
ſelves, and alſo other men, Well may we bear 
the name of chriſtian men, but we lack the true 
faith that doth belong thereunto: for true faith doth 
ever bring forth good works, as St James ſaith, 
Shew me thy faith by thy deeds. Thy deeds 
and works muſt be an open teſtimonial of thy 
faith: otherwiſe thy faith (being without good 
works) is but the devils faith, the faith of the 
wicked, a fancy of faith, and not a true chriſ- 
tian faith. And like as the devils and evil peo- 
ple be nothing the better for their counterfeit 
faith, but it is unto them the more cauſe of dam- 
nation; ſo they that be chriſtians, and have re- 


ceived knowledge of God, and of Chriſt's me- 
4 rits, 
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rits, and yet of a ſet purpoſe do live idly, with- 
out good works, thinking the name of a naked 
faith to be either ſufficient for them; or elle ſet- 
ting their minds upon vain pleaſures of this world, 
do live in fin without repentance, not uttering 
the fruits that do belong to ſuch an high pro- 
feſſion; upon fuch' preſumptuous perſons, and 
wilful ſinners, muſt needs remain the great 
vengeance of God, and eternal puniſhment in 
hell, prepared for the unjuſt and wicked livers, 
Therefore as you profeſs the name of Chriſt, 
good chriſtian people, let no ſuch fancy and 
imagination of faith at any time beguile you: 
but be ſure of your faith, try it by your living, 
look upon the fruits that come of it; mark the 
increaſe of love and charity by it towards God 
and your neighbour, and fo that you” perceive 
it to be a true lively faith, If you feel and 
perceive ſuch a faith in you, rejoice in it: and 
be diligent to maintain it, "od keep it ſtill in 
you; let it be daily increaſing, and more and 
more by well working; and fo ſhall you be ſure 
that you ſhall pleaſe God by this taith, and at 
the length (as other faithful men have done be- 
fore) ſo ſhall you, when his will is, come to him, 
and reccive the end and final reward of your 
faith (as St Peter nameth it) the ſalvation of our 
ſouls: the which God grant us, that hath pro- 
miſed the ſame unto his faithful. "I's whom be 
all honour and glory, world without end. Amen.

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HO MILLI V. 


A Sermon of good Works annexed unto 


1 15 
> is Faith. 
i 15 N the laſt ſermon it was declared unto you, 
( what the lively and true faith of a chriſtian 
1 man is, that it cauſeth not a man to be idle, 
but to be occupied in bringing forth good works, 
7 as occaſion ſerveth. 
1-13 Now, by God's grace, ſhall be declared the 
ſecond thing that before was noted of faith, that 
» without it can no good work be done, accepted, 
= and pleaſant unto God. For as a branch cannot 
3 bear fruit of itſelf (ſaith our Saviour Chriſt) except 


it abide in the vine; ſo cannot you, except you 

| abide in me, I am the vine, and you be the 
= branches; he that abideth in me, and I in him, 
Ea he bringeth forth much fruit; for without me 
| you can do nothing. And St Paul proved that 
- the Eunuch had faith, becauſe he pleaſed God: 
. for without faith, ſaith he, it is not poſſible to 
pleaſe God. And again to the Romans he ſaith, 
Whatſocver work is done without faith, it is fin. 
| Faith giveth life to the ſoul ; and they be as much 
; dead to God that lack faith, as they be to the 
- the world, whoſe bodies lack ſouls. Without 
faith all that is done of us, is but dead before 

| God, although the work ſeem never fo gay and 
glorious before man, Even as the picture graven 
or painted, is but a dead repreſentation of the 

- thing itſelf, and is without life, or any manner 
of moving: ſo be the works of all unfaithful per- 
* ons before God, Ihey do appear to be lively 
. 8 works, 
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works, and indeed they be but dead, not avail- 
ing to the everlaſting life. They be but ſhadows 
and ſhews of lively and good things, and not 
good and lively things indeed. For true faith 
doth give life to the works, and out of ſuch faith 
come good works, that be very good works in- 
deed ; and without faith no work is good beſore 


God, as faith St Auguſtine, We muſt ſet no 


good works before faith, nor think that before 
faith a man may do any good works: for ſuch 
works, although they ſeem unto men to be praiſe- 
worthy, yet indeed they be but vain, and not 
allowed before God. They be as the courſe of 
an horſe that runneth out of the way, which 
taketh great labour, but to no purpoſe. Let no 
man therefore (faith he) reckon upon his good 
works before his faith; where as faith was not, 
good works were not. The intent (ſaith he) 
maketh good works, but faith muſt guide and or- 
(«er the intent of man. And Chriſt ſaith, If 
thine eye be naught, thy whole body is full of 
darkneſs. The eye doth ſignify the intent (faith 
St Auguſtine) wherewith a man doth a thing. 
So that he which doth not his good works with 
a godly intent, and a true faith, that worketh 7 
love; the whole body beſide (that is to ſay) all 
the whole number of his works is dark, and there 
is no light in them. For good deeds be not mea- 
ſured by the facts themſelves, and ſo diſcerned 
from vices, but by the ends and intents for the 
which they were done, If a heathen man cloath 
the naked, feed the hungry, and do ſuch other 
like works; yet becauſe he doth them not in faith, 
for the honour and love of God, they be but 
dead, vain, and fruitleſs works to him, Faith 

it 
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it is that doth commend the work to God: for 
(as St Auguſtine ſaith) whether thou wilt or no, 
that work that cometh not of faith is naught: 
where the faith of Chriſt is not the foundation 
there is no good work, what building ſoever we 
make. There is one work, in the which be all 
good works, that is FA1TH, which worketh by 
Charity : if thou have it, thou haſt the ground 
of all good works. For the virtues of ſtrength, 
wiſdom, temperance, and juſtice, be all referred 
unto this ſame faith. Without this faith we have 
not them, but only the names and ſhadows of 
them (as St Auguſtine faith) all the life of them 
that lack the true faith, is fin; and nothing is 
good without him, that is the author of good- 
neſs ; where he is not, there is but feigned vir- 
tue, although it be in the beſt works. And St 
Auguſtine declaring this verſe of the pſalm, The 
turtle hath found a neſt where ſhe may keep 
her young birds, faith, "That Jews, Hereticks, 
and Pagans do good works; they cloath the 
naked, feed the poor, and do other good works 
of mercy; but becauſe they be not done in the 
true faith, thcrefore the birds be loſt, But if 
they remain in faith, then faith is the neſt and 
ſafeguard of their birds, that is to ſay, ſafeguard 
of their good works, that the reward of them 
be not utterly loſt, And this matter (which St 
Auguſtine at large in many books diſputeth) St 
Ambroſe concludeth in few words, ſaying, He 
that by nature would withſtand vice, either by 
natural will, or reaſon, he doth in vain garniſh 
the time of his life, and attaineth not the very 
true virtues: for without the worſhipping of the 
true God, that which ſeemeth to be virtue is 

VICE, 
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vice. And yet moſt plainly to this purpoſe writ- 
eth St Chryſoſtom in this wiſe, You ſhall find 
many which have not the true faith, that be not 
of the flock of Chriſt, and yet (as it appeareth) 
they flouriſh in good works of mercy ; you ſhall 
{1nd them ſull of pity, compaſſion, and given to 
juſtice, and yet for all that they have no fruit of 
their works, becauſe the chief work lacketh. 
For when the Jews aſked of Jeſus what they 
thould do to work good works ; he anſwered, 
This is the work of God, to believe in him 
whom he ſent: ſo that he called faith the work 
of God. And as ſoon as a man hath faith, anon 
he ſhall flouriſh in good works: for faith of it- 
ſelf is full of good works, and nothing is good 
without faith. And for a ſimilitude, he ſaith, 
That they which glitter and ſhine in good works 
without faith in God, be like dead men, which 
have goodly and precious tombs, and yet it avail- 
eth them nothing. Faith may not be naked 
without good works, for then it is no true faith: 
and when it is adjoined to works, yet it is above 
the works. For, as men that be very men in- 
deed, firit have life, and after be nouriſhed ; 1o 


nouriſhed with good works. And life may be 
without nouriſhment, but nouriſhment cannot 
he without life, A man muſt needs be nouriſh- 
ed by good works, but firit he muſt have faith. 
| He that doth good deeds, yet without faith, he 
| hath no life. I can ſhew a man that by faith 


without works lived, and came to heaven : but 
without faith, never man had life. The thief 
that was hanged, when. Chriſt ſuffered, did be- 


him, 
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mult our faith in Chriſt go before, and after be 
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him. And becauſe no man thall ſay again that he 
lacked time to do good works, for clic he would 


have done them truthitis, and I will not contend 
therein; but this I will ſurely affirm, “ that 
„ faith only ſaved him” It he had lived, and 
not regarded faith, and the works thereof, he 
* ſhould have loſt his ſalvation again But this 
is the effect that I ſay, That faith by itſelf ſaved 
him; but works by themſelves never juſtified an 
man. Here ye have heard the mind of St Chry- 
ſoſtom, whereby you may perceive, that neither 
faith is without works (having opportunity there- 
to) nor works can avail to everlaſting life, with- 
out faith. 


+ Wherefore, as you have any zeal to the 


night and pure honouring of God; as you have 
any regard to your own ſouls, and to the life 
that is to come, which is both without pain, 
and without end; apply yourſelves chiefly above 
all things, to read and hear God's word; mark 


diligently therein what his will is you ſhall do, 
and with all your endeavour apply yourſelves 
to follow the ſame. Firſt you muſt have an aſ- 


ſured faith in God, and give yourſelves wholly 
unto him; love him in proſperity and adverſity;
